the total of 1896, calves or cattle under 
one year of age show a decrease of 
26,390, but present an increase of 37,- 
524 as against that of 1895. Pigs havo 
fallen considerably in number, being 
536,499 less than In 1896, and 542,129 
below the total of 1895.

The jury prompt­ 
ly convicted the man. 


The number of cattle in stock in 
Britain is given at 6,500,497, of which 
2,532,379 are cows and heifers in milk 
or in calf, and 1,323,230 are returned as 
being two years and above. As against 
the two preceding returns, cows show 
respective increases in number of 20,- 
704 and 46,559; while the cattle of two 
years old and above present relative 
decreases of 41,827 and 108.295. Of 
cattle which have attained the age of 
one year there is an increase of 54,428 
over the return of 1896, and of 170,473 
over that of 1895. As compared with 
the total of 1896, calves or cattle under 
one year of age show a decrease of 
26,390, but present an increase of 37,- 
624 as against that of 1895. Pigs havo 
fallen considerably in number, being 
636,499 less than in 1896, and 542,129 
below the total of 1895.

In view of the mag­ 
nitude and Importance of the ap­ 
proaching exposition and of our stand­ 
ing among the nations that will there 
be represented and in view also of our 
Increased population and acknowl­ 
ed g ed progress in arts and sciences 
and manufactures, I earnestly com­ 
mend the report of Major llandy to 
your consideration, and trust that a 
liberal appropriation may be made. 
Moreover, the magnificent exhibit of 
the French republic at Chicago in 
1893, on which $1,000,000 were ex­ 
pended, should be a strong incentive to 
reciprocal liberality on the part of the 
government of the United States.” 
Acting Postmaster General Heath, in 
A circular recently issued recommends 
the establishment of suitable boxeB by 
the roadside in which carriers may de­ 
posit mail as they pass, in districts de­ 
sirous of securing rural free delivery.

“First—The opening of three treaty 
ports, Tallen Wan, Slang In and Nan 
Nlng, thereby increasing the custom» 
revenues. Second, a declaration tliaf 
no portion of the Yangtse Kiang vgJ 
ley shall be alienated to <any otlrf* 
power. Third, the right t«4 extend tno 
EJununn railway through Hunan prov­ 
ince, the most southwestern in China. 
“In the event of her default Chinn is 
to placo certain revenues under the 
control of the imperial customs. On 
tliis basis the negotiations will pro­ 
ceed. China regards them as advan­ 
tageous, but fears the threatened op­ 
position of France and Russia, espe­ 
cially to the opening of Talieu Wan 
an Nan Ning.” 


NOT YET SETTLED. 
Demands of Germany Not Acceeded 
to by China. 
Peking, Jan. 18.-—Germany has de­ 
manded a ninety-nine years’ lease of 
Kiao Chau and a large area surround­ 
ing It. China offers to lease the bay 
and shores only for fifty years. Here 
the matter rests. The Germans insist 
on the right to build railroads and 
work mines whenever they wish. It is 
reported that a ralfroad from Kiao 
Chau to Binan Full has been agreed 
to, the Germans acquiring mining 
rights for a mile on each side of the 
ine and the Chinese to be admitted as 
shareholders. Germany has renewed 
her demand for an indemnity of 200,- 
000 taels for the erection of a cathe­ 
dral, and for the compensation, to the 
amount of several thousand taels,, for 
the relatives of the murdered mission­ 
aries.

The provision in re­ 
gard to townsites will allow the in­ 
corporation of town companies and 
permit them to purchase their sites 
from the Indians with the consent of 
tlio national government granting a 
lease in the meantime.

ToroLto. Ont., Jan. 18.—The Ontario 
legislature has adjourned. It passed a 
bill providing that no persons shall bet 
employed In the construction ofysub-’ 
sidized railways in Ontario who are 
subject to any country which has sn 
alien labor law which practically ex­ 
cludes Canadians from employment on 
public or other works therein. This 
means that Americans need not ex­ 
pect. employment on Canadian rail­ 
roads. The legislature also passed the 
timber regulations which reqiilre all 
saw logs cut In Ontario hereafter to. 
be made Into lumber in Canada.' ’

atto rn ey 'general, to be associate jus­ 
tice of the suprem e court. 
rJ he dis­ 
cussion w as the result of an effort on 
the part of Senator Allen of N ebraska 
to secure 
a postponem ent 
for tw o 
weeks. 
In the end a com prom ise w as 
reached deferring consideration until 
next F riday on the condition th a t the 
N ebraska senator should agree to al­ 
low a vote to be taken on th at day. 
T h e H aw aiian treaty w as not touched 
upon during the session. 
The debate 
upon 
Mr. M cK enna’s 
nom ination w as precipitated by Sena­ 
to r Hoar, chairm an of the com m ittee 
on judiciary, who called up the nom­ 
ination and asked for im m ediate ac­ 
tion. 
In doing this Mr. H o ar spoke 
briefly of the opposition to Mr. Mc­ 
K enna, saying th at the judiciary com­ 
m ittee had investigated most of the 
charges m ade and had re ad ied the con­ 
clusion th a t they were w ithout founda­ 
tion. 
H e said th at the greater n um ­ 
ber of charges had been m ade for the 
m em bers of the A m erican Protective 
association, and 
as they 
had been 
founded solely upon the fact th a t Mr. 
M cK enna w as a Catholic in religion 
they had not been deemed w orthy of 
consideration. 
Senator W hite of Cali­ 
fornia agreed witli all th a t had been 
said to the impropriety of any inter­ 
ference in a m atter of th is-ch aracte r 
on account of religious prejudices or 
predelect ions. 
Tlieffc w ere stfll other 
charges which were to ids mind more 
serious, and to prove th a t such w as

session. 
Mr. 
ForakCr, the 
senior

Ohio, presented Mr. H a n n a ’s creden­ 
tials for the rem ainder of Mr. Sher­ 
m an’s term, which 
will 
expire on 
M arch 4, 1899, and asked that the oath 
of otfiee be adm inistered to him. 
Mr, 
ForaUer escorted his colleague to the 
desk jrn d Vice President llo h a rt ad­ 
m inistered the oath. 
At th e conclusion 
of the 
morning 
business Mr. W olcott w as recognized 
to begin Ids address. 
H e w as in ,ttne 
voice and com m anded the. earnest a t­ 
tention of his amljtors. 
At the con­ 
clusion of Mr. W olcott’s speech the 
im m igration bill w as taken up and dis­ 
cussed until 
3 o’clock, the 
hour at 
which, by previous agreem ent, it had 
been arranged to vote finally upon the 
am endm ents and 
the 
bill. 
Efforts 
w ere m ade to am end 1 lie m ensure but 
failed. /The bill w as then passed by 
a vote of 45 to 28. 
T he bill as passed provides th at all 
im m igrants 
physically 
capable and 
over sixteen years of age shall he able 
to read or w rite the English language 
or som e other language, b ut a person 
not able to read or w rite w ho is over 
fifty yenm of age and is the parent 
or g randparent of a qualified immi­ 
g ra n t over tw enty-one years of age 
and capable of supporting such a par­ 
en t or grandparent, m ay accompany 
the im m igrant or the parent or grand­ 
parent m ay be sent for and come to 
Join the family of tRe child or grand 
child over tw enty-one years of age 
qualified under the law ; and a wife or 
m inor child not able to read or w rite 
m ay accom pany or be sent for and 
come to loin the husband or parent 
who is qualified. The act does not ap­ 
ply to persons coming to the United 
S tates from the Island of Cuba during 
the continuance of present disorders 
there w ho have heretofore been inhab­ 
itants of th a t island. 
In t h e H onne. 
It w as D istrict of Columbia day in 
the house, but only three bills of local 
Im portance w ere passed. 
T he rem ain­ 
der of the 
session w as 
devoted to

THE TALK OF EUROPE. 


B r ief R eflection* Upon Event* o f C urrent 
In te r e st A cross th e O cean. 
It is solemnly announced from Ger­ 
many that the kaiser is “ about" to per­ 
petrate another of his musical composi­ 
tions. The action of William in thus 
giving notice that lie i« “ just about to 
begin" is presumably prompted by a 
species of imperial consideration toward 
the musical critics, who are thus afford­ 
ed an opportunity of leaving tho coun­ 
try before the blow falls. On the occa­ 
sion of the publication of the emperor’s 
“ Sang zn Regir’ nearly every critic who 
ventured to find fault with it was ar­ 
rested and tried on a charge of lese maj­ 
esty.

At the time when the Peninsular and 
Oriental liner Aden was wrecked on tho 
island of Socotra, in the Indian ocean, 
last May, only those who had been do- 
sorted on board the stranded vessel were 
rescued, no trace being found of those 
of the passengers and crew who had loft 
the ship on board the three lifeboats. 
Two of these contained only men, while 
in the third there were IS sailors, 0 wo­ 
men and 8 children. It was believed un­ 
til a few weeks ago that all three boats 
had gone to tho bottom. But quite re­ 
cently the British authorities at Aden 
and at Mnskat have obtained informa­ 
tion to the effeot that at least two of tho 
boats, one of them being that contain­ 
ing the two women and children, had 
reached the Arabian coast, and that 
those on board are now held in captivi­ 
ty by the lawless Arab tribes of the 
ooast, who are disposed to treat for 
their release on the basis of ransom. 
The British government has now taken 
the matter in hand, and negotiations 
have been opened both from Aden aud 
Muskat with a viow to securing the 
liberation of the captives 


The widespread misery and want that 
prevail in Italy appear to be exercising 
a disastrous and degenerating influ­ 
ence on the physique of the masculine 
portion of the population. According to 
official statistics just issued by the war 
department at Rome, out of every 1,000 
young men of 20 years of age liable for 
military service, which is obligatory in 
Italy as in Germany and Austria, 520, 
or more than half, wero rejected by tho 
medical authorities as physically dis­ 
qualified for service in the army.

The French government, finding itself 
unable to increase tho taxation, which 
is heavier per capita in Franco than in 
any other country of tho world, lins de­ 
cided to resort to tho conversion of its 
treasury bonds or rentes from Ii per cent 
to 2)4 as tho easiest, aud indeed tho 
only available, meuns of increasing the 
revenues of tho state. Tho ground is 
taken that as tho national credit is such 
that tho government has recently been 
able to secure temporary loans at 
per cent tho interest charge on treasury 
bonds is far too high and that a conver­ 
sion scheme would respond to the present 
■tate of France’s national credit. That 
the latter should stand so high is sur­ 
prising, when it is remembered that, al­ 
though in the last 20 years Franoe’s 
population has only increased by 298,- 
000 inhabitants, or at the rato of about 
11,600 a year (England having doubled 
hers in tho last 40 years), tho consoli­ 
dated national debt of France has grown 
from $8,000,000,000 to $7,000,000,000, 
While the taxation, bote direct and in­ 
direct, has more than doubled. 


Now that the French government has 
concluded the agreement with England 
whereby the latter power at length 
recognizes Tunis aa a full fledged French 
dependency, preparations are being made 
to begin work without delay on the im­ 
provement and extensive development 
of the defences of tho Tunisian ooast. 
Apart from the important fortifications 
at Bizerta there are to be large forts and 
arsenals at Mehedia and at Gape Le 
Bon. Government engineers have just 
left Paris to make the necessary surveys 
and design* 
___ 


A war has broken out at Paris be 
tween the restaurant keepers and the 
newsdealers occupying the kiosks that 
border the roadway of tho boulevard* 
Hitherto tho faces of these kiosks have 
been turned toward the pavement, and 
the occupants have been permitted to 
display their wares by means of boards 
and tables, which, of course, encroach­ 
ed on the footpath. Traffic was still 
further impeded by the action of tho 
restaurant keepers and cafo proprietors, 
who persist in lining the front of their 
establishments with small tables and 
chairs for the accommodation of those 
of their customers who prefer to sip 
their drinks in tho open air. Tho boni­ 
faces, Auding that tho police were about 
to interfere, lodged a complaint against 
the newsdealers, mainly with the ob 
ject of saving tbemselve* This has led 
to the issue of on order whereby tho 
kiosks aro twisted half round, so that 
their fronts and their tables of wares, 
instead of facing tho footpath, now run 
parallel with the curb. The occupants 
of tho kiosks are in arms, declaring that 
their trade, will bo impaired by the 
change and that, moreover, they are de 
prived of seeing at least one-half of Ufo 
on tho boulevards. 
They vent their 
wrath on the cafo and restaurant propri­ 
etors. This has brought joy to the vari­ 
ous Paris newspapers, for until now tho 
newsdealers have been in the habit of 
hiring out a number of newspapers for 
the day to the restaurants aud cafes and 
then returning them 24 hours luter to 
the newspaper offices as “ bouillon"— 
that is to say, "unsold." In this way 
the Parisian press has beeu shorn of a 
considerable portion of its receipts, nev­ 
er at any time large.—New York Trib­

THE TALK OF EUROPE. 


B r ie f R eflection s Upon K vents o f C urrent 
In te re st A cross th e O cean. 
It is solemnly announced from Ger­ 
many that the kaiser is "about” to per- 
jetrate another of his musical composi­ 
tions. The action of William in thus 
giving notice thut he is "just about to 
>egin” is presumably prompted by a 
species of imperial consideration toward 
the musical critics, who are thus afford­ 
ed an opportunity of leaving tho coun­ 
try before the blow falls. On the occa­ 
sion of the publication of the emperor’s 
’Sang zu Regir’ nearly every critic who 
ventured to find fault with it was ar­ 
rested and tried on a charge of leze maj­ 
esty.

At the time when the Peninsular and 
Oriental liner Aden was wrecked on tho 
island of Socotra, in the Indian ocean, 
last May, only those who had been do- 
sorted on board the stranded vessel were 
rescued, no trace being found of those 
of the passengers and crew who had left 
I ¡he ship on board the three lifeboats. 
Two of these contained only men, while 
in the third there were 12 sailors, 0 wo­ 
men and 8 children. It was believed un­ 
til a few weeks ago that all three boats 
had gone to tho bottom. 
But quite re­ 
cently the British authorities at Aden 
and at Muskat have obtained informa­ 
tion to the effeot that at least two of tho 
boats, one of them being that contain­ 
ing the two women and children, had 
reached the Arabian coast, and that 
those on board are now held in captivi­ 
ty by the lawless Arab tribes of the 
ooast, who are disposod to treat for 
their release on tho basis of ransom. 
The British government has now taken 
the matter in hand, and negotiations 
have been opened both from Aden and 
Muskat with a viow to scouring the 
liberation of the captivos.

The widespread misery and want that 
prevail in Italy appear to be exercising 
disastrous and degenerating influ­ 
ence on tho physiquo of the masculino 
portion of the population. According to 
official statistics just issued by the war 
department at Rome, out of every 1,000 
young men of 20 years of age liable for 
military service, which is obligatory in 
Italy as in Germany and Austria, 520, 
or more than half, were rejected by tho 
medical authorities as physically dis­ 
qualified for service in the army. 


The French government, finding itself 
unable to increase tho taxation, which 
is heavier per capita in France than in 
any other country of the world, has de­ 
cided to resort to tho conversion of its 
treasury bonds or rentes from 8 per cent 
to 2% as tho easiest, aud indeed tho 
only available, meuns of increasing tho 
revenues of tho state. Tho ground is 
taken that as the national credit is such 
that tho government has recently been 
able to secure temporary loans at 1 ^ 
per cent tho interest charge on treasury 
bonds is far too high and that a conver­ 
sion scheme would respond to the prosont 
state of France’s national credit. That 
the latter should stand so high is sur­ 
prising, when it is rememberod that, al­ 
though in the last 20 years Franoe’s 
population has only increased by 298,- 
000 inhabitants, or at the rato of about 
11,600 a year (England having doubled 
hers in tho last 40 years), tho consoli­ 
dated national debt of France has grown 
from $8,000,000,000 to $7,000,000,000, 
While the taxation, bo$$ direct and in­ 
direct, has more than doubled. 


Now that the French government has 
concluded the agreement with England 
whereby the latter power at length 
reoognizes Tunis as a full fledged French 
dependency, preparations are being made 
to begin work without delay on the im­ 
provement and extensive development 
of the defences of tho Tunisian ooast. 
Apart from the important fortifications 
at Bizerta there are to be large forts and 
arsenals at Mehedia and at Oape Le 
Bon. Government engineers have just 
left Paris to make the necessary surveys 
and designa 
___ 


A war has broken out at Paris be­ 
tween the restaurant keepers and the 
newsdealers occupying the kiosks that 
border the roadway of the boulevards. 
Hitherto the faces of theso kiosks have 
been turned toward the pavement, and 
the occupants have been permitted to 
display their wares by means of boards 
and tables, which, of course, oncroach 
ed on the footpath. Trafilo was still 
further impeded by the action of tho 
restaurant keepers and cafe proprietors, 
who persist in lining the front of their 
establishments with small tables and 
chairs for the accommodation of those 
of their customers who prefer to sip 
their drinks in the open air. Tho boni 
faces, finding that tho police woro about 
to interfere, lodged a complaint against 
the newsdealers, mainly with the ob 
ject of saving themselves. This has led 
to the issue of an order whereby tho 
kiosks are twisted half round, so that 
their fronts and their tables of wares, 
instead of facing tho footpath, now run 
parallel with the curb. The occupants 
of tho kiosks are in arms, declaring that 
their trade, will bo impaired by the 
change and that, moreover, they are do 
prived of seeing at least one-half of lifo 
on tho boulevards. 
They vent their 
wrath on the cafe and restaurant propri­ 
etors. This has brought joy to the vari­ 
ous Paris newspapers, for until now the 
newsdealers have been in the lmbit of 
hiring out a number of newspapers for 
the day to the restaurants and cafes and 
then returning them 24 hours later to 
the newspaper offices as “ bouillon” — 
that is to say, “ unsold.” In this way 
the Parisian press has been shorn of a 
considerable portion of its receipts, nev­ 
er at any time large.—New York Trib­

He is not yet tw enty-six 
years of age, and comes from B lack­ 
burn—a district famous for the n um ­ 
ber and variety of athletes It has pro­ 
duced. 
H iggins’ 
various 
feats are 
truly rem arkable, w hether considered 
merely as jum ps, or as dram atic spec­ 
tacles, Ingeniously contrived and bril­ 
liantly executed. The photographs re­ 
produced here were specially taken on 
the stage of the Pavilion theater, 
in 
Piccadilly Circus. 
One of the feats which Mr. Higgins 
is shown perform ing is one of a n u m ­ 
ber 
of 
very 
extraordinary 
trick 
jumps. 
Clutching his dumb-bells, the 
wonderful little 
m an 
gives 
a few 
kangaroo-like leaps, and then 
rises 
Into the air and alights rig h t in 
the 
middle of a case of eggs! 
And yet not 
an egg is cracked, although the a th ­ 
lete is seen to linger In their m idst for 
a m om ent and then 
rise 
gracefully 
over the back of the chair. 
W e asked 
him how this was done. 
He said he 
couldn’t tell; It was partly an effort 
of will. 
W hen he alighted for th a t 
fraction of a second on the eggs, lie 
did not, of course, exercise a single 
ounce of his weight, but 
completed 
the jum p by certain strenuous move- 


dumb-bella and bounding h ith er and 
th ith er like a veritable Spring-Heeled

does not usually "oblige" in this re­ 
spect. The assistant, arrayed in a silk 
h at (and, of course, other things; only 
the silk h a t is a sine qua non), takes 
up his position firmly near a table. 
It 
would never do for 
him 
to 
wobble 
about erratically. 
Well, 
a 
lighted 
candle in a candle stick is placed care­ 
fully on his hat, and, this done, the 
jum per retires some distance to take 
m easurem ents with his eye. 
T he reproduction of the photo, fully 
explains this rem arkable performance. 
It is, Indeed, a tremendous jum p from 
the other side of the table rig h t up 
on to the candle w ith both feet 
to­ 
gether. The flame is extinguished with 
a quick movement of the foot from ihe 
ankle, and then the athlete sails grace­ 
fully down on to the stage. 
In the photo, one dumb-bell drop­ 
ped by Higgins In his flight la ju st 
about to drop on to the table. 
And 
these missiles certainly do fall around 
with alarm ing promiscuity. T he stage 


EXTINGUISHING A CANDLE. 
for marvelous nicety of judgm ent and 
delicacy of movement. 
Now and then 
It happens th at Higgins only extin­ 
guishes one candle. 
In such cases he 
alw ays perform s the feat over again. 
Mr. Higgins is next seen in the very 
act of ringing a bell In his flight—one 
of those bells you push down sharply. 
It is placed on a chair, which stands 
on a table, so th a t the mere jump, 
to say nothing about the bell ringing, 
Is w orthy of notice. Of course, doubt­ 
ing Thom ases have their say 
about 
this rem arkably clever feat—“ It Is an 
electric bell rung from the 'w ings at 
the proper 
m om ent,” 
and 
so 
on. 
N othing but a close exam ination of the 
bell In situ will convince such people. 
A curious thing is th a t Higgins never 
practices. 
He considers his evenng’s 
work before the public quite enough 
practice. 
A nother rem arkable thing 
is the way in which he has attained, 
after years of perseverance, his pres­ 
ent position as cham pion all-around 
jum per. 
Fearlessly he has attacked 
professional 
and 
semi-professional 
men, who have made one particular 
kind of jum p their specialty. 
F o r ex­ 
ample, there was 
the 
m atch 
with 
Gregson, of G rlm shaw P ark , for £50 
a side. 
The conditions were "stand, 
one 
cross, 
and four 
jum ps." 
T h at 
Gregson was a specialist was evidenced 
by th e betting, which was three to one 
against Higgins for the cross, and ten 
to one on him for the match.

SIGHT SEEING IN DELHI. 
*— - 
Home of th* 
Wonder* o f 
th* 
Indian 
City Described by * Visitor. 
You m ay like to have an account 
of the day I spent at Delhi. 
I went 
down on Sunday by the m orning train, 
arriving about a quarter to l l , and had 
a hard day’s sight-seeing th a t would 
have done credit to a yankee. 
I went 
to the Ja m a Musjld, which is, I think, 
the finest mosque of its kind 
I 
have 
seen. 
It has two m inarets, each ISO 
feet high, so I had an opportunity of 
gratifying 
my 
taste 
for bird’s oVe 
views again, and certainly this was the 
best I have ever seen, ..for, apart from 
a magnificent view of the city, I could 
see m any of the famous ruins which 
cluster profusely for miles round Delhi. 
A little to the south, near the Jum na, 
stands a 
tall shaft, surrounded 
I j 
ruins, which was set up by the E m per­ 
or Feroz Shah, who reigned at Delhi 
the fourteenth century. 
Then, threo 
miles to the east, I could Bee the ruins 
o fthe old fort, and not far from it 
the tom b of H um aion, the second Mo­ 
gul emperor. 
Scores of other ruins 
could be seen in the distance and 
I 
much regretted th at I had not time to 
drive around and see some of them, 
but no doubt I shall have another op­ 
portunity. 
W hen I came down I was 
shown som e relies of Mohammed, 
in­ 
cluding his foot print In stone and a 
hair of his beard. 
T h e keeper of the 
relics, who kept them very carefully 
locked up in a small casket, could not 
explain why his hair was red. 
I then 
drove to th e palace, which 
contains 
much less to see than th e fort at Agra, 
and I had not much tim e to see w hat 
there was. 
The private hall of audi­ 
ence is very fine, all in white marble, 
and you can see the place where the 
peacock throne used to stand, whi^h 
was valued, lf I rem em ber rightly at 
£6,000,000. 
It was carried off by 
a 
Persian gentlem an nam ed N adir Shah, 
who is said to have possessed himself 
of a few trifles, am ounting in all to (ha 
value 
of 
£142,000,000. 
The 
pearl 
mosque is extrem ely beautiful and of 
the purest white marble, but it is not 
equal to the pearl mosque in the Agra 
fort.

He is not yet twenty-six 
years of age, and comes from Black­ 
burn—a district famous for the num ­ 
ber and variety of athletes It has pro­ 
duced. 
Higgins' 
various 
feats are 
truly rem arkable, whether considered 
merely as jum ps, or as dram atic spec­ 
tacles, ingeniously contrived and bril­ 
liantly executed. The photographs re­ 
produced here were specially taken on 
the stage of the Pavilion theater, 
in 
Piccadilly Circus. 
One of the feats which Mr. Higgins 
is shown performing is one of a num ­ 
ber 
of 
very 
extraordinary 
trick 
jumps. 
Clutching his dumb-bells, the 
wonderful little 
man 
gives 
a few 
kangaroo-like leaps, and then 
rises 
into the air and alights right In 
the 
middle of a case of eggs! 
And yet not 
an egg is cracked, although the ath ­ 
lete is seen to linger in their m idst for 
a m oment and then 
rise 
gracefully 
over the back of the chair. We asked 
him how this was done. 
He said he 
couldn’t tell; it was partly an effort 
of will. 
W hen he alighted for th at 
fraction of a second on the eggs, he 
did not, of course, exercise a single 
ounce of his weight, but 
completed 
the jump by certain strenuous move-

There are many curlous-looklng En­ 
glishmen in the house of commons, and 
I never saw a more motley crowd. There 
were solemn-looklng personages, wear­ 
ing wigs;

Lombroso ought to put

about erratically. 
W ell, 
a 
lighted 
candle in a candle stick is placed care­ 
fully on his hat, and, this done, the 
jum per retires some distance to take 
m easurem ents with his eye. 
The reproduction of the photo, fully 
explains this rem arkable performance. 
It is, indeed, a tremendous jum p from 
the other side of the table right up 
on to the candle with both feet 
to­ 
gether. The flame is extinguished with 
a quick movement of the foot from ihe 
ankle, and then the athlete sails grace­ 
fully down on to the stage. 
In the photo, one dumb-bell drop­ 
ped by Higgins in his flight is ju st 
about to drop on to the table. 
And 
these missiles certainly do fall around 
with alarm ing promiscuity. The stage 


EXTINGUISHING A CANDLE, 
for marvelous nicety of judgm ent and 
delicacy of movement. 
Now and then 
it happens that Higgins only extin­ 
guishes one candle. 
In such cases he 
always performs the feat over again. 
Mr. Higgins is next seen in the very 
act of ringing a bell in his flight—one 
of those bells you push down sharply. 
It is placed on a chair, which stands 
on a table, so th at the mere jump, 
to say nothing about the bell ringing, 
is worthy of notice. Of course, doubt­ 
ing Thomases have their say 
about 
this rem arkably clever feat—‘i t is an 
electric bell rung from the ‘wings at 
the proper

SIGHT SEEING IN DELHI. 
«— - 
Home of the 
Wonder* of 
th« 
Indian 
Cltjr Described by a Visitor. 
You may like to have an account 
of the day I spent at Delhi. 
I went 
down on Sunday by the m orning train, 
arriving about a quarter to 11, and had 
a hard day’s sight-seeing th at would 
have done credit to a yankee. I went 
to the Jam a Musjid, which is, I think, 
the finest mosque of its kind I 
have 
seen. 
It has two m inarets, each 130 
feet high, so I had an opportunity uf 
gratifying 
my 
taste 
for bird’s ^ve 
views again, and certainly this was the 
best I have ever seen.^for, apart from 
a magnificent view of the city, I could 
see many of the famous ruins which 
cluster profusely for miles round Delhi. 
A little to the south, near the Jum na, 
stands a 
tall shaft, surrounded 
1 / 
ruins, which was set up by the Emper- 
or Feroz Shah, who reigned at Delhi 
the fourteenth century. 
Then, three 
miles to the east, I could see the ruins 
o fthe old fort, and not far from it 
the tomb of Hum aion, the second Mo­ 
gul emperor. 
Scores of other ruins 
could be seen in the distance and 
I 
much regretted that I bad not time to 
drive around and see some of them, 
but no doubt I shall have another op­ 
portunity. 
When I came down I was 
shown some relies of Mohammed, 
in­ 
cluding his foot print in stone and a 
hair of his beard. T he keeper of the 
relics, who kept them very carefully 
locked up in a small casket, could not 
explain why his hair was red.

To prevent rubber boots from wear­ 
ing out quickly a protecting slipper of 
woven wire is made to cover the solo 
and extend a short distance up the 
sides of the boot.

The gre*t increase in the number of 
-silos pf 
late 
years has greatly In­ 
creased the acreage of corn and each 
succeeding year 
farm ers 
who have 
•never grown coVh for fodder before 
will grow it to $ greater or less ex­ 
tent, and those who have grown It for 
years will increase the amount of corn 
grown. 
W here to Plant.—To 
answer 
this 
question satisfactorily we m ust know 
the life history and ueeds of the plant. 
We learn that it is a native weed of 
America; that its home is in Guate­ 
mala, w here-It grows as of old; from 
there it was Introduced by some In­ 
dian or early traveler Into every state 
of the Union and Canada. 
Thus it is 
seen that it is a tropical plant, and to 
-get it to grow to perfection we m ust 
give it as near natural conditions as 
possible. 
To 
obtain these we must 
plant it upon 
freshly 
decaying 
sod 
(clover Is the best), In warm soil, with 
a fair degree of moisture, but not wet. 
The land must be thoroughly prepar­ 
ed, and to.obtaln this it m ust be plant­ 
ed in the fall and cultivated thoroughly 
in the spring, so 
as 
to start every 
weed seed that is In the surface soil. 
It is better to 
cultivate 
In 
spring 
rather than to plow, because all grass 
that was turned down the fall before 
will be kept more readily in check, 
and instead of turning up the damp, 
cold subsoil we get a deep, warm seed 
bed and are enabled to plant a week 
or ten days earlier; also when the soil 
is managed in this way it is better en­ 
abled to withstand drouth. 
Time to Sow.—Sow as soon as the 
soil is thoroughly 
prepared, 
having 
given sufficient time between cultiva­ 
tion to allow all weed seeds to sprout, 
and when danger of frost is past. Sow 
With the 
common 
seed 
drill, 
two 
sprouts ito the drill, or if it be of a 
small variety three may be left open. 
-Sow at the rate of from one to one 
and a half pecks to the acre. 
Put In 
.a couple 
of 
inches 
deep. 
If 
dry 
w eather is feared it is well to roll. A 
few days after sowing a light harrow 
should be run over the field to break 
the crust and to kill weeds, and again 


w# want eggs to get good pried*. Mani­ 
festly we are to take special pains to 
get laying hens s t this season. 
We 
m ust hatch our chicks In good season 
In spring, keep them growing 
well 
w ithout any breaks; feed them from 
chickenhood 
upon 
egg-producing 
foods; get them started laying before 
very cold w eather and then take all 
pains to keep them laying by feeding 
warm m ashes in the morning and giv­ 
ing liberal rations of animal food. 
It 
is quit* a business, this getting plenty 
of eggs In w inter and is certainly well 
worth studying in order th at one may 
become a m aster of this sort of craft. 
Farm poultry too often suffers from the 
evil effects of close in-breeding. 
This 
otvuTs by th* farm ers neglecting 
to 
send off the farm to secure a male bird 
to head til* breeding flock. 
It will Rot 
do to pick out the “likeliest” young 
mal* raised upon th* farm to breed 
from, and follow such a practice year 
after year. 
Send off And buy, or trade 
for, a cockerel every year or two to 
Infuse fresh blood into 
the 
poultry 
stock This Is Important. 
Be satisfied 
only with the best blooded poultry to 
be obtained. 
Have things c o rre sp o n d , 
for upon a farm where blooded horses, 
cattle, sheep or swine are raised it does 
not seem consistent to keep a lot -of 
mongrel, nondescript hens. 
Get some 
thoroughbred poultry th at 
not 
only 
looks well, but does well. 
Do not de­ 
spise the ben, for she asks no favors 
and will pay a good margin of profit 
when more pretentious stock is doing 
nothing but eating.

If 
a suitable harrow Is not at hand one 
can be easily made by taking three 2x6 
pine boards and bolting them together 
in the form of a triangle and studding 
them 
with 
seven-inch 
wire 
nails 
driven up to the head. 
If the nails 
are slanted backward they will not be 
so likely to tear out the corn. 
W hen 
too high to harrow start the horse hoe 
and keep it going 
through the sum ­ 
mer, not only as a weed cleaner, but 
also to keep the soil loose, so th at It 
will retain the m oisture. 
The culti­ 
vation should be shallow, so th at the 
roots will not be injured. 
A harrow 
made something like the one described 
but small enough to go between the 
rows, is one of the best tools for cul­ 
tivating the corn. The different kinds 
of weeders with long vibrating teeth 
are coming 
rapidly 
Into use. 
W ith 
these the corn can be raked until it is 
over two feet high, and thus promotes 
great economy in cultivation. 
In order to get good returns we must 
keep weeds down and keep the surface 
well stirred to retain 
the 
moisture, 
and this latter point Is very import­ 
ant just after a rain In order to break 
the crust. 
W hen the corn Is six or 
eight feet high It is useless to continue 
working. It is better to sow rye at the 
rate of two bushels to tbs acre and 
work it with light cultivators. 
This 
rye will grow rapidly when the corn 
is removed, afford a good fall pastur­ 
age, prevent 
leaching 
and washing 
away of plant food, and forms a nice 
sod to be turned under in the spring, 
which will be o f great use in supply­ 
ing humus to the succeeding crop. 
Varieties.—Sow

and a variety of m ineral species, eas­ 
ily recognized under the microscope, 
and, in addition, of clay, soluble ell 
lea, simple and double hydrous sili­ 
cates, the result of the alteration of 
soil and the addition to it of the ash 
constituents of the plants th at grew 
upon it. 
These latter, the hydrous 
double silicates, are of the utm ost im­ 
portance to the fertility of a soil as in 
them really resides the power of hold­ 
ing and storing up for future use the 
substances for the lack of which a soil 
is wholly sterile. 
In all discussions 
of agricultural 
problems 
relating to 
m ineral 
fertilizers 
but 
three 
sub­ 
stances need to be considered, potash, 
phosphoric acid and available nitrogen. 
The large quantities of potash and 
phosphoric acid in our soils are there­ 
fore of value; but insoluble at present 
to a large extent th eir value is hy 
pothecated 
to the future. 
By their 
gradual 
conversion 
through 
atm os­ 
pheric and other agencies of Insoluble 
Into soluble compounds they furnish 
a steady though limited supply of plant 
food for a m oderate crop, but the de­ 
mands of m odern agriculture for large 
and salable annual harvests sufficient 
to yield a satisfactory return over and 
above their cost of production is not 
responded to. 
True, Improved m eth­ 
ods of cultivation will insure better 
returns, but only up to a certain point 
beyond which artificial, I. e., m ineral 
fertilizers, become a necessity. 
The 
readily available plant food, the ac­ 
cum ulation 
of 
centuries, 
has 
been 
gleaned by our 
forefathers 
of their 
fertile acres; to us the choice is left of 
having tim e unlock sim ilar treasures 
yet in our soil and in the meantime 
quit harvesting, or to supply the de­ 
ficiencies by becoming buyers with the 
certainty of becoming to a much larger 
extent sellers of our products.

C o rn a* a P o u ltry Peed. 
Much has been said for and against 
corn as a feed for laying bens, chick 
ens, etc. Now corn is a good general 
poultry feed and a cheap one no doubt 
as well. It is the staple diet of farm 
poultry, but all this does not disprove 
the well-known fact th at corn is not 
well balanced and needs bran, oats, 
wheat, linseed meal and other feeds to 
balance It and supply the protein which 
the corn lacks. 
Farm poultry 
does 
well in summer upon corn alone, simply 
because they have the run of the farm, 
can forage about, get Insects, clovers 
and grasses to supplem ent their corn 
diet. 
But In case of birds closely 
penned it Is different, and In the win­ 
ter season the poultry keeper m ust pay 
more attention to supplying a variety. 
Feed lean meat, freshly cut green bone, 
clover, cabbage, wheat, bran, oats and 
linseed meal to make with corn a round 
system of ration* to supply every need. 
It is. of course, unnatural tor hens 
to toy freely in th* tote fall and early 
winter m onths. y#t this to Just the tim e 


Up-Rooting 
Alders.—The 
common 
sweet alder often becomes a nuisance. 
as its seeds are left by birds in the 
corners of old rail fences, where a 
clump of them will soon grow. It is 
not a difficult Hhrub to uproot and de 
stroy, as its roots, like its top growth, 
is very soft, and easily cut. All that is 
necessary Is to dig up the side of the 
clump next to the fence, and then hitch 
•i span of horses to a chain bound tight­ 
ly around the bush, close to the ground. 
As the horses pull, the roots will come 
into view, and can be cut off with even 
a dull axe, as the strain on the roots 
will make them easily severed. 
It Is 
only the work of two or three hours for 
two men and one team to destroy a 
large clump. If the fence can be taken 
down and the ground plowed and new­ 
ly seeded, a fine turf will be a year 
hence In the space now occupied by 
worthless alders.—Ex.

Corn C attura 
The great Increase in the number ot 
diloa of 
late 
yearg has greatly in­ 
creased the acrekge of corn and each 
succeeding year 
farmers 
who have 
•never grown corii for fodder before 
will grow it to ft Rreater or less ex­ 
tent, and those who have grown it tor 
years will increase the amount of corn 
grown. 
Where to Plant.—To 
answer 
thifl 
question satisfactorily we must know 
the life history and needs of the plant. 
We learn that it is a native weed of 
America; that its home la in Guate­ 
mala, where It grows as of old; from 
there it was introduced by some In­ 
dian or early traveler into every state 
of the Union and Canada. Thus it i» 
seen that It is a tropical plant, and to 
-get it to grow to perfection we must 
give it as near natural conditions as 
possible. 
To 
obtain these we must 
plant it upon 
freshly 
decaying sod 
(clover is the best), in warm soil, with 
a fair degree of moisture, but not wet. 
The land must be thoroughly prepar­ 
ed, and to.obtain this it must be plant­ 
ed in the fall and cultivated thoroughly 
in the spring, so 
as 
to start every 
weed seed that is in the surface soil. 
It is better to 
cultivate 
in 
spring 
rather than to plow, because all grass 
that was turned down the fall before 
will be kept more readLly in check, 
and instead of turning up the damp, 
cold subsoil we get a deep, warm seed 
bed and are-enabled to plant a week 
or ten days earlier; also when the soil 
is managed in this way it ia better en­ 
abled to withstand drouth. 
Time to Sow.—Sow as soon as the 
«oil is thoroughly 
prepared, 
having 
given sufficient time between cultiva­ 
tion to allow all weed seeds to sprout, 
and when danger of frost is past. Sow 
With the 
common 
seed 
drill, 
two 
sprouts ito the drill, or if It be of a 
small variety three may be left open. 
-Sow at the rate of from one to one 
and a half pecks to the acre. Put in 
,a couple 
of 
Inches 
deep. 
If 
dry 
-weather is feared it Is well to roll. A 
few days after sowing a light harrow 
should be run over the field to break 
the crust and to kill weeds, and again 
as the plants are coming up, and at 
Intervals until it becomes too high. It 
is better to drag in the afternoon, as 
the stocks are tougher then. 
If the 
harrow Is heavy or the field soft or 
full of grass roots this harrowing will 
often do more 
harm 
than good, as 
cnucb of the -corn will be pulled up. If 
a suitable harrow is not at hand one 
can be easily made by taking three 2x6 
pine boards and bolting them together 
in the form of a triangle and studding 
them 
with 
seven-inch 
wire 
nails 
driven up to the head. 
If the nails 
are slanted backward they will not be 
go likely to tear out the corn. When 
too high to harrow start the horse hoe 
and keep It going through the sum­ 
mer, not only as a weed cleaner, but 
also to keep the soil loose, so that It 
will retain the moisture. 
The cultl 
vation should be shallow, so that the 
roots will not be injured. 
A harrow 
made something *ike the one described 
but small enough to go between the 
rows, is one of the best tools for cul­ 
tivating the corn. The different kinds 
of weeders with long vibrating teeth 
are coming rapidly 
Into use. 
With 
these the corn can be raked until it is 
over two feet high, and thus promotes 
great economy in cultivation. 
In order to get good returns we must 
keep weeds down and keep the surface 
well stirred to retain 
the 
moisture, 
and this latter point Is very import­ 
ant just after a rain In order to break 
the crust. 
When the corn Is six or 
eight feet high It is useless to continue 
working. It is better to sow rye at the 
rate of two bushels to the acre and 
work it with light cultivators. 
This 
rye will grow rapidly when the corn 
1b removed, afford a good fall pastur 
age, prevent 
leaching 
and washing 
away of plant food, and forma a nice 
sod to be turned under In the spring, 
which will be of great use in supply­ 
ing humus to the succeeding crop. 
Varieties.—Sow as a staple crop 
some variety which has proved itself 
adapted to your locality. 
Where the 
season Is long the large varieties as 
Red 
Cob 
Ensilage 
and 
Mammoth 
Southern Sweet will doubtless mature 
sufficient for the silo. 
For a middle 
section Mammoth Cubian is probably 
one of the 
best, 
Learning 
Lawyer's 
North Dakota, High Mixed and Grant 
Prolific are good, 
while for a more 
northern section an earlier corn, as 
Longfellow or Compton’s Early, would 
be better.

we want eggs to get good prices. Mani­ 
festly we are to take special pains to 
get laying hens at this season. 
We 
must hatch our chicks in good season 
In spring, keep them growing 
well 
without any breaks; feed them from 
chickeahood 
upon 
egg-producing 
foods; get them started laying before 
very cold weather and then take all 
pains to keep them laying by feeding 
warm mashes In the morning and giv­ 
ing liberal rations of animal food. It 
is quite a business, this getting plenty 
of eggs In winter and In certainly well 
worth studying in order that one may 
become « master of this sort of craft. 
Farm poultry too often suffers from the 
evil effects of close in-breedlng. This 
occur# by the farmers neglecting 
to 
send off the farm to secure a male bird 
to head the breeding flock. It will not 
do to pick out the *‘llkelleat” young 
male ruined upon the farm to breed 
from, and follow such n practice year 
after year. Send off and buy, or trade 
for, a cockerel every year or two to 
infuse freeh blood into 
the poultry 
stock This Is important. Be satisfied 
only with the best blooded poultry to 
he obtained. 
Have things correspond, 
for upon a farm where blooded horses, 
cattle, sheep or swine are raised it does 
not seem consistent to keep a lot of 
mongrel, nondescript hens. Get some 
thoroughbred poultry that 
not only 
looks well, but does well. Do not de­ 
spise the hen, for she asks no favors 
and will pay a good margin of profit 
when more pretentious stock Is doing 
nothing but eating.

•UowifM»»ltlon o f Bolt», 
Mteecmri Station Bulletin; The soil 
is a mixture of fine and coarse material 
mixed with 
a 
greater 
or 
smaller 
amount 
of organic humus-like sub­ 
stance, holding a variable but large 
quantity of moisture in Its composition. 
The percentage of this organic mat­ 
ter Is usually low, amounting in our 
soils rarely to more than ten in a hun­ 
dred, being more frequently only four 
to five. 
The water reaches a higher 
figure, and though 15 per cent of it In 
a soil will support a ripening crop, 
double the amount is preferable in the 
early season and more for a limited 
time advantageous rather than other­ 
wise. 
The nitrogen, through the ac­ 
cumulation of ages, is but a fraction of 
one per cent and the average compos­ 
ition of our soils during the summer 
season as follows; 
4 per cent organic matter. 
0.1 per cent nitrogen. 
20 per cent water. 
75.9 per cent mineral matter. 
The mineral m atter is the m atter 
derived from the rocks 
that 
orig­ 
inated the soli modified, as suggested, 
by the action of 
weather 
and the 
growth of plants. It consists of par­ 
ticles of quartz sand, feldspar, mica, 
and a variety of mineral species, eas­ 
ily recognized under the microscope, 
and, in addition, of clay, soluble r11 
lea, simple and double hydrous sill 
cates, the result of the alteration of 
soil and the addition to it of the ash 
constituents of the plants that grew 
upon it. 
These latter, the hydrous 
double silicates, are of the utmost im 
portance to the fertility of a soil as in 
them really resides the power of hold­ 
ing and storing up for future use the 
substances for the lack of which a soli 
is wholly sterile. 
In all discussions 
of agricultural 
problems relating to 
mineral 
fertilizers 
but 
three 
sub 
stances need to be considered, potash, 
phosphoric acid and available nitrogen. 
The large quantities of potash and 
phosphoric acid in our soils are there­ 
fore of value; but insoluble at present 
to a large extent their value la hy 
pothecated to the future. 
By their 
gradual conversion 
through 
atmos 
pheric and other agencies of Insoluble 
into soluble compounds they furnish 
a steady though limited supply of plant 
food for a moderate crop, but the de­ 
mands of modern agriculture for large 
and salable annual harvests sufficient 
to yield a satisfactory return over and 
above their cost of production is not 
responded to. 
True, improved meth 
ods of cultivation will insure better 
returns, but only up to a certain point 
beyond which artificial, i. e., mineral 
fertilizers, become a necessity. 
The 
readily available plant food, the ac­ 
cumulation of centuries, 
has 
been 
gleaned by our 
forefathers 
of tbelr 
fertile acres; to us the choice is left of 
having time unlock similar treasures 
yet in our soil and in the meantime 
quit harvesting, or to supply the de­ 
ficiencies by becoming buyers with the 
certainty of becoming to a much larger 
extent sellers of our products.

C orn as a P o u ltry P**d. 
Much has been said for and against 
corn as a feed for laying bens, chick­ 
en s, etc. Now corn is a good general 
poultry feed and a cheap one no doubt 
a s well. It Is the staple diet of farm 
poultry, but ail this does not disprove 
the well-known fact that corn is not 
well balanced and needs bran, oats, 
wheat, linseed meal and other feeds to 
balance It and supply the protein which 
the corn lacks. 
Farm poultry 
does 
well in summer upon corn alone, simply 
because they have the run of the farm, 
can forage about, get insects, clovers 
and grassps to supplement their corn 
diet. 
But in ca se of birds closely 
penned it Is different, and in the win­ 
ter season the poultry keeper must pay 
more attention to supplying a variety. 
Feed lean meat, freshly cut green bone, 
clover, cabbage, wheat, bran, oats and 
linseed meal to make with corn a round 
system of rations to supply every need. 
It Is, of cou rse, u n n atu ral tor hens 
to la y freely in tho la te fa ll an d early 
Vinter months, yet this If just the time 


Up-Rooting 
Alders.—The 
common 
sweet alder often becomes a nuisance, 
as Its seeds are left by birds in the 
corners of old rail fences, where a 
clump of them will soon grow. It la 
not a difficult shrub to uproot and de­ 
stroy, as its roots, like its top growth, 
is very soft, and easily cut. All that Is 
necessary is to dig up the side of the 
clump next to the fence, and then hitch 
«i span of horses to a chain bound tight­ 
ly around the bush, close to the ground. 
As the horses pull, the roots will come 
into view, and can be cut off with even 
a dull axe, a s the strain on the roots 
will make them easily severed. It i* 
only the work of two or three hours for 
two men an d o n e team to destroy a 
large clump. If the fence can be taken 
down and the ground plowed and new­ 
ly seeded, a fine turf will be a year 
hence in the space now occupied by 
worthless alders.—Ex.

cam (hi, to the effect that green pine 
timber is being indiscriminately cut 
down, together with the dead and 
down timber. 
Several councils have 
lately been held, and at which time 
three of their members were selected 
to go out and make an investigation 
through the several logging camps on 
the reservation and to find out defi­ 
nitely if the reports of indiscriminate 
cutting are true, etc., before further 
action 
iw 
taken 
in 
the 
matter. 
The Indians are heartily disgusted 
with the whole manner in which their 
dead and down timber is being dis­ 
posed of, and the valne of which ac­ 
crues to a few only under present 
conditions. 
They are also preparing 
a protest against the present system 
of examination, and of estimating 
their pine timber, and of which they 
have ample reason to consider are un­ 
just and unfair, and the expense of 
which is extravagantly exorbitant and 
beyond all reasonable demands.

This is a simple m atter of arithm etical 
calculation. 
Every child has two par­ 
ents, four grandparents, aud so on, the 
num ber doubling w ith each generation 
iu the ascending lino. 
But, to take the 
later period of W illiam the Conqueror, 
we know very well th at thefo xvas no 
such num ber of people on earth at that 
or any other timo as 8,5u0.000,000. 
At 
this point, therefore, our arithm etic 
appears to break down. 
It is only by 
the repetition of these ancestors many 
times that we can escape the force of 
the calculation. 
From these d ata Dr. 
Jordan infers that “ tho blood of each 
single person iu A lfred’s time xvho left 
capable descendants enduring to our 
day is represented in each family of 
strict English descent. 
Iu other words, 
every Englishman is descended 
from 
Alfred the Great, as very likely also

T H E TALK OF E U R O PE . 


Itrle f ItrSsrM onn Upon K rn n ts of C u r r e n t 
In tr r c it Across th»* Ocean. 
It is solem nly announced from (Trr- 
many th a t the kaiser is “ a b o u t” to |n r- 
petrato another of lii.s m usical com posi­ 
tions. 
The action of W illiam in thus 
giving notice that he is “ just about to 
begin” is presum ably prom pted by a 
species of imperial consult ration toward 
the musical critics, who are thu s afford­ 
ed an opportunity of leaving the coun­ 
try before the blow falls. 
On the occa­ 
sion of the publication of the emperor’s 
“ Sangzu K egir’ nearly every critic who 
ventured to find fault with it was a r­ 
rested and tried on a charge of leze m aj­ 
esty. 


At the tim e when the Peninsular and 
Oriental liner Aden w as wrecked on the 
island of Socotra, in the Indian ocean, 
last May, only those who had been de­ 
serted on Ixmrd the stranded vessel were 
rescued, no trace being found of those 
of the passengers and crow who had left 
tho ship on board the three lifeboats. 
Two of these oontained only men, while 
in the third there were 12 sailors, 9 wo­ 
men and 8 children. It was belioved un­ 
til a few weeks ago that all three boats 
had gone to the bottom. 
But quite re­ 
cently the British authorities at Aden 
and at Mnskat have obtained informa­ 
tion to the effect that at least two of the 
boats, ono of them being that contain­ 
ing the tw’o women and children, had 
reached the Arabian coast, and that 
those on board are now held in captivi­ 
ty by the law less Arab tribes of the 
coast, who ore disposed to treat for 
their release on the basis of ransom. 
Tho Britisli government has now taken 
tho m atter in hand, and negotiations 
have been opened both from Aden and 
Muskat w ith a view to securing tho 
liberation of the captives.

Tho widespread misery and want that 
prevail in Italy appear to be exorcising 
a disastrous and degenerating influ 
ence on tho physique of the masculine 
portion of the population. According to 
official statistics just issued by the war 
department at Homo, out of every 1,000 
young men of 20 years of age liable for 
m ilitary service, which is obligatory in 
Italy as in Germany and Austria, 520, 
or more than half, were rejected by the 
medical authorities as physically dis­ 
qualified for service in tho army. 


The French government, finding itself 
unable to increase the taxation, which 
is heavier per capita in Franco than in 
any other country of the world, has de­ 
cided to resort to the conversion of its 
treasury bonds or rentes from .1 per cent 
to 2% as the easiest, and indeed the 
only available, means of increasing the 
revenues of the state. 
The ground is 
taken that as the national credit is such 
that tho government has recently been 
able to secure temporary loans at O 4 
per cent the interest charge on treasury 
bonds is far too high and that a conver­ 
sion scheme would respond to the present 
state of France’s national credit. 
That 
tho latter should stand so high is sur­ 
prising, when it is remembered that, al­ 
though in tho last 2(5 years France’s 
population has only increased by 2118,- 
000 inhabitants, or at the rate of about 
11,500 a year (England having doubled 
hers in tho last 40 years), the consoli­ 
dated national debt of France has grown 
from $8,000,000,000 to $7,000,000,000, 
while the taxation, Ix^fc direct and in­ 
direct, has moro than doubled. 


Now that tho French government has 
concluded the agreement w'itli England 
whereby the latter power at length 
recognizes Tunis as a full fledged French 
dependency, preparations are being mode 
to begin work w ithout delay 011 tho im ­ 
provement and extensive development 
of tho defences of tho Tunisian coast. 
Apart from tho im portant fortifications 
at Bizerta there are to ho large forts and 
arsenals at Mohidiu and at Gapo Lo 
Bon. 
Government engineers have just 
left Paris to mako the necessary surveys 
and designs.

A w ar has broken out at Faria be­ 
tween tho restaurant keepers and tho 
newsdealers occupying tho kiosks that 
border tho roadway of tho boulevards. 
H itherto tho faces of thoso kiosks have 
been turned toward tho pavement, and 
tho occupants liavo been permitted to 
display their wares by means of twjards 
and tables, which, of course, encroach­ 
ed on tho footpath. 
Traflic was still 
further impeded by tho action of tho 
restaurant keepers and cafo proprietors, 
who persist in lining tho front of their 
establishments w ith small tables and 
chairs for tho accommodation of thoso 
of their customers who prefer to sip 
their drinks in tho open air. Tho boni- 
faces, finding that tho police wore about 
to interfere, lodged a complaint against 
tho newsdealers, m ainly w ith tho ob­ 
ject of saving themselves. This has led 
to tho issue of an order whereby tho 
kiosks aro twisted half round, so that 
their fronts and their tables of wares, 
instead of facing tho footpath, now run 
parallel with tho curb. 
The occupants 
of tho kiosks aro inarm s, declaring that 
their tradof w*ill bo impaired by tho 
change and that, moreover, they aro de­ 
prived of seeing at least one-half of life 
on tho boulevards. 
They vent their 
W’rathon the cafo and restaurant propri­ 
etors. This has brought joy to tho vari­ 
ous Paris newspapers, for until now tho 
newsdealers have been iu tho habit of 
hiring out a number of newspapers for 
the day to the restaurants and cafes and 
then returning them 24 hours later to 
tho newspaper offices as “ bouillon” — 
that is to say, “ unsold.” In this wray 
tho Parisian press has been shorn of a 
considerable portion of its receipts, nev­ 
er at any time large.— New York Trib­ 
une.

tacles, ingeniously contrived and bril­ 
liantly executed. 
The photographs re­ 
produced here were specially taken on 
the stage of the Pavilion theater, 
in 
Piccadilly Circus. 
One of the feats which Mr. Higgins 
is shown performing is one of a n u m ­ 
ber 
of 
very 
extraordinary 
trick 
jumps. 
Clutching his dumb-bells, the 
wonderful little 
man 
gives 
a few 
kangaroo-like leaps, and then 
rises 
into the air and alights right In 
the 
middle of a case of eggs! 
And yet not

lete is seen to linger in their midst for 
a moment and then

Often people in the audience have 
doubted th at the eggs were real eggs.

Beyond all doubt the thing Is 
genuine—a really graceful and beauti­

The assistant, arrayed in a silk 
hat (and, of course, other things; only 
the silk hat is a sine qua non), takes 
up his position firmly near a table.

candle in a candle-stick is placed care­ 
fully on his hat, and, this done, the 
jum per retires some distance to take 
measurements with his eye. 
The reproduction of the photo, fully 
explains this remarkable performance. 
It is, indeed, a tremendous jump from 
the other side of the table right up 
on to the candle with both feet 
to­ 
gether. The flame is extinguished with 
a quick movement of tho foot from the 
ankle, and then the athlete sails grace­ 
fully down on to the stage. 
In the photo, one dumb-bell drop­ 
ped by Higgins in his flight is just 
about to drop on to the table.

dumb-bells and hounding hither and 
thither like a veritable Spring-Heeled 
Jack (he does this to keep himself In 
form), Higgins stands well away from 
the chair 
most 
remote 
from 
the 
candles, and takes in the situation with 
his keen eye. 
He next gives a few 
more skittish frolics, and then one, 
two, and up over the chairs with in­ 
describable elan. 
He passes through 
the air w’ith curious slowness, and ac­ 
tually alights gingerly on the lighted 
candles which he carefully extinguishes, 
one with each foot. 
Having success­ 
fully accomplished this, 
the 
jumper 
seems to rise off the tips of the candles 
and alights gracefully on the ground, 
bowing to his admiring audience. Of 
course, the whole of the jump takes 
only two or three seconds, hut it calls 


EXTINGUISHING A CANDLE, 
for marvelous nicety of judgment and 
delicacy of movement. 
Now and then 
it happens that Higgins only extin­ 
guishes one candle. 
In such cases he 
always performs the feat over again. 
Mr. Higgins is next seen in the very 
act of ringing a hell in his flight—one 
of those hells you push down sharply. 
It is placed on a chair, which stands 
on a table, so that the mere jump, 
to say nothing about the bell ringing, 
is worthy of notice. 
Of course, doubt­ 
ing Thomases have their say 
about 
this remarkably clever feat—“ it is an 
electric hell rung from the wings at 
the proper 
moment,” 
and 
so 
on. 
Nothing hut a close examination of the 
hell in situ will convince such people. 
A curious thing is that Higgins never 
practices. 
He considers his evenng’s 
work before the public quite enough 
practice. 
Another remarkable thing 
is the wray in which he has attained, 
after years of perseverance, his pres­ 
ent position as champion all-around 
jumper. 
Fearlessly he has attacked 
professional 
and 
semi-professional 
men, who have made one particular 
kind of jump their specialty. 
For ex­ 
ample, there was 
the 
match 
with 
Gregson, of Grimshaw Park, for £50 
a side. 
The conditions were “stand, 
one 
cross, 
and four 
jumps.” 
That 
Gregson was a specialist was evidenced 
by the betting, which was three to one 
against Higgins for the cross, and ten 
to one on him for the match. 
Higgins, 


RINGING A BELL IN FLIGHT, 
however, won the cross by one and 
a half inches, and the jumps by nine 
feet! 
W h a t may be called the athlete’s 
most sensational jump is also shown. 
His victim for this occasion only was 
Mr. Frank Munro. 
As a rulo Higgins 
has to content himself with a paid un­ 
derling as corpus vile, unless 
there 
happens to he some one in the audi­ 
ence burning for distinction. 
A chair 
is placed on the table, and the as­ 
sistant leans hack with his elbows on 
the table and the back of his head 
resting on the seat of the chair. 
W hen all is in readiness, arid the 
audience suitably worked up, Higgins 
retires slowly to the other end of the 
siage. 
Here he dips his shoes into a 
preparation of lampblack and oil. so 
that “his m a r k ” may he proof positive 
of successful 
accomplishment. 
Then 
giving the usual preliminary leaps, and 
carefully 
calculating distances 
wi’h 
his eye, he hounds 
into the 
air, lin­ 
gers for an infinitesimal period on his 
subject’s face, and then descends 
to 
the stage on the other side. 
The o r ­ 
deal past, the subject rises bashfuRy 
to take that share of applause to which 
the big smuts on his nose and eyes 
entitle him. 
Another illustration depicts Mr. Hig­ 
gins’ showiest feat- jumping over an 
ordinary brougham. 
Of c o u r s e , Hig­ 
gins does not leap off the ground clean 
over the carriage; 
no human being 
could do that. Observe tho small table 
2 ft. 3 in. high, which is placed close 


to the near hind wheel. 
Taking a# 
great a run as the stage will allow 
Higgins springs Sightly on to the table, 
pauses for a moment, then tisea wit/l 
an extraordinary hound right over— 
and across—the top of the brougham. 
One opines that the value of the car­ 
riage deteriorates nightly, mainly on 
account of those dumb-bells, which are 
discarded in flight. 
Often they fall on 
the carriage and knock it about. 
Or 
one will fall on a lamp, and lxatter it 
somewhat. 
But It is a grand feat this 
jum ping over a full-sized brougham—* 
splendidly engineered so as to bring 
down the house the moment the “ H u­ 
man Kagaroo” alights on the carpet* 
placed on the other side.

A ou may like to have an account 
of the day I spent at Delhi.

down on Sunday hy the m orning train, 
arriving about a quarter to ll, and had 
a hard day’s sight-seeing that would 
have done credit to a yankee.

the finest mosque of its kind 
I 
have

It has two minarets, each J30 
feet high, so I had an opportunity of

best I have ever seen, for, apart from 
a magnificent view of the city, I could 
see many of the famous ruins which 
cluster profusely for miles round Delhi.

Scores of other ruins 
could he seen in the distance and

hair of his heard. 
T he keeper of the 
relics, wrho kept them very carefully 
locked up in a small casket, coulil not 
explain why his hair was red.

drove to the palace, which 
contains 
much less to see than the fort at Agra, 
and I had not much time to see what 
there was. 
The private hall of audi­ 
ence is very fine, all in while marble, 
and you can see the place where the 
peacock throne used to stand, whmh 
was valued, if I remember rightly at 
£6,000,000. 
It w’as carried off by

Persian gentleman named Nadir Shah,

R E C E N T I N V E N T I O N S . 


To prevent rubber hoots from wear­ 
ing out quickly a protecting slipper of 
woven wire is made to cover the solo 
and extend a short distance up the 
sides of the hoot. 
To prevent cutting the hide of an an­ 
imal when skinning it, a new’ knife has 
a dull blade lying parallel with the 
cutting blade, which keeps the latter 
away from the hide. 
Electricity is used to operate a new 
railway 
gate, a small 
motor 
being 
geared to the rocking shaft on which 
the gate arm is mounted, to be oper­ 
ated hy a controller in the gatem an’a 
shelter. 
A western man has patented a grain 
elevator in 
which compressed air is 
used to carry the grain, a receiving 
vessel being mounted at the end of a 
suction pipe, which draws the grain 
into a blast pipe and forces it with the 
air to the top of the elevator. 
A combined spring shackle and oil 
ejector is attached to anchor 
cafiles 
and towing haw’sers to lessen the li­ 
ability of breakage, the spring being 
set in an oil-containing casing with an 
eyelet at each end to which the cable 
in a storm depresses the spring and 
forces oil through the perforations in 
the casing. 
Expansion pulleys are to be used on 
machine lathes, the new pulley con­ 
sisting of a flat disk, in which are set 
a series of short shafts, with a second 
disk having slots in it to adjust the 
shafts so as to increase the circum­ 
ference of the circle in which they 
move. Two pulleys can he operated by 
one lever to increase and decrease in 
an opposite equal ratio. 
Shrubs and small trees can he pro­ 
tected 
in winter by 
a 
straw rope, 
which is easily made in a newly de­ 
signed box of oblong shape, having 
transverse notches cut in its sides at 
short intervals. 
A cord is placed in 
the box with short strings attached in 
it to fit the notches, so they can bd 
drawn together and tied around the 
straw which forms the rope.

The grent increase in tho number of 
«ilos 
of 
late 
years has greatly in­ 
creased the acreage of corn and each 
succeeding year 
farmers 
who have 
never 
grown 
corn 
for fodder before 
will grow it to a greater or less ex­ 
tent, and those who have grown it for 
years will increase the amount of corn 
grown. 
Where to Plant.—To 
answer 
this 
question satisfactorily we must know 
the life history and needs of the plant. 
We learn that it is a native weed of 
America; that its home is in Guate­ 
mala, where it grows as of old; from 
there it was introduced by some In­ 
dian or early traveler into every state 
of the Union and Canada, 
Thus it is 
seen that it is a tropical plant, and to 
get it to grow to perfection we must 
give it as near natural conditions as 
possible. 
To 
obtain these we must 
plant it upon 
freshly 
decaying 
sod 
(clover Is the host), in warm soil, with 
a fair degree of moisture, but not wet. 
The land must be thoroughly prepar­ 
ed, and to obtain this it must be plant­ 
ed in the fall and cultivated thoroughly 
in the spring, so 
aB 
to start every 
weed seed that is in the surface soil, 
it is better to 
cultivate 
in 
spring 
rather than to plow, because all grass 
that was turned down the fall before 
will be kept more readily in check, 
and instead of turning up the damp, 
cold subsoil we get a deep, warm seed 
bed and are enabled to plant a week 
or ten days earlier; also when the soil 
is managed in this way it Is better en­ 
abled to withstand drouth. 
Time to Sow.—Sow as soon os the 
soil is thoroughly 
prepared, 
having 
given sufficient time between cultiva­ 
tion to allow all weed seeds to sprout, 
and when danger of frost is past. Sow 
with the 
common 
seed 
drill, 
two 
sprouts to the drill, or if it be of a 
small variety three may he left open. 
How at the rate of from one to one 
and a half pecks to the acre. 
Put in 
a •oouple 
of 
inches 
deep, 
if 
dry 
weather is feared it is well to roll. A 
few days after sowing a light harrow 
should be run over the field to break 
the crust and to kill weeds, and again 
as the plants are coming up, and at 
intervals until it becomes too high, 
it 
is better to drag in the afternoon, as 
the stocks are tougher then, 
if the 
harrow is heavy or the field soft or 
full of grass roots this harrowing will 
often do more 
harm 
than good, as 
tnueb of the corn will be pulled up. If 
a suitable harrow’ Is not at hand one 
can be easily made by taking three 2xt 
pine boards and bolting them together 
in the form of a triangle and studding 
them 
with 
seven-inch 
wire 
nails 
driven up to the head. 
If the nails 
are slanted backward they will not be 
so likely to tear out the corn. 
When 
too high to harrow start the horse hoe 
and keep It going 
through the sum­ 
mer, not only as a weed cleaner, but 
also to keep the soil loose, so that it 
will retain the moisture. 
The culti­ 
vation should be shallow, so that the 
roots will not be injured. 
A harrow 
made something tike the one described 
but small enough to go between the 
rows, is one of the best tools for cul­ 
tivating the corn. 
The different kinds 
of weeders with long vibrating teeth 
are coming 
rapidly 
Into use. 
With 
these the corn can be raked until it is 
over two feet high, and thus promotes 
great economy in cultivation. 
In order to get good returns we must 
keep weeds down and keep the surface 
well stirred to retain 
the 
moisture, 
and this latter point is very Import­ 
ant just after a rain In order to break 
the crust. 
When the corn is six or 
eight feet high it is useless to continue 
working. It is better to sow rye at the 
rate of two bushels to the acre and 
work it with light cultivators. 
This 
rye will grow rapidly when the corn 
Is removed, afford a good fall pastur­ 
age, prevent 
leaching 
and washing 
away of plant food, and forms a nice 
sod to be turned under In the spring, 
which will be o f great use In supply­ 
ing hum uj to the succeeding crop. 
V a rie tie s .—Sow 
as 
a 
staple 
crop 
some variety which has proved itself 
adapted to your locality. 
Where the 
season is long the large varieties as 
Red 
Cob 
Ensilage 
and 
Mammoth 
Southern Sweet will doubtless mature 
sufficient for the silo. 
For a middle 
section Mammoth Cubian is probably 
one of the 
best, 
Learning 
Lawyer’s 
North Dakota, High Mixed and Grant 
Prolific are good, 
while 
for a more 
northern section an earlier corn, as 
Longfellow or Compton’s Early, would 
bo better.

C o r n a* a P o u l t r y F e e d . 


Much has been said for and against 
corn as a feed for laying hens, chick 
ens, etc. 
Now corn Is a good general 
poultry feed and a cheap one no doubt 
as well. 
It is the staple diet of farm 
poultry, but all this does not disprove 
the well-known fact that corn is not 
well balanced and needs bran, oats, 
wheat, linseed meal and other feeds to 
balance it and supply the protein which 
the corn lacks. 
F arm poultry 
does 
well in summer upon corn alone, simply 
because they have the run of the farm, 
can forage about, get insects, clovers 
and grasses to supplement their corn 
diet. 
But In case of birds closely 
penned it is different, and in the win­ 
ter season the poultry keeper must pay 
more attention to supplying a variety. 
Feed lean meat, freshly cut green bone, 
clover, cabbage, wheat, bran, oats and 
linseed meal to make with corn a round 
system of ration* to supply every need. 
It is, of course, unnatural for hens 
to lay freely in the late fall and early 
wi»ter months, y t t this is jusf. the time 


we want eggs to get good prices. Mani­ 
festly wn are to take special pains to 
get laying hens at this season. 
We 
must hatch our ch.cka in good season 
In spring, keep them growing 
well 
without any breaks; feed th em from 
chkkenhood 
upon 
egg-producing 
foods; get them started laying before 
very cold weather and then take all 
pains to keep them laying l»v feeding 
warm mashes in the morning an d giv 
Ing liberal rations of animal food, 
it 
Is quifie a business, this getting plenty 
of eggs in winter and is certainly well 
worth studying in order thnt one may 
Ixvofoe a master of this sort of craft. 
Farm poultry too often suffers from the 
evil effects of close in-breeding. 
This 
occurs by th e farmers neglecting 
to 
send off the farm to secure s male bird 
to head th-e breeding flock. 
It will not 
do to pick out the ‘‘likeliest” young 
male raioed upon the farm to breed 
from, and follow such a practice year 
Jtfter year. 
Send off and buy, or trade 
for, a cockerel every year or two to 
Infuse fresh blood into 
the 
poultry 
stock 
This Is important. 
Be satisfied 
only with the best blooded poultry to 
be obtained. 
Have things correspond, 
for upon a farm where blooded horses, 
cattle, sheep or swine are raised It does 
not seem consistent to keep a lot of 
mongrel, nondescript hens. 
Get some 
thoroughbred poultry that 
not 
only 
looks well, but does well. 
Do not de­ 
spise the hen, for she asks no favors 
and will pay a good margin of profit 
when more pretentious stock Is doing 
nothing but eating.

Missouri Station Bulletin: T he soil 
is a mixture of fine and coarse material 
mixed with 
a 
greater 
or 
smaller 
amount 
of 
organic humns-llke sub­ 
stance, holding a variable but large 
quantity of moisture In its composition. 
The percentage of this organic m a t­ 
ter is iifoially low, amounting In our 
soils rarely to more than ten In a h u n ­ 
dred, being m ore frequently only four 
to five. 
"ITie water reaches n higher 
figure, and though 15 per cent of it in 
Ei soil will support a ripening crop, 
double the amount Is preferable in the 
early season and more for a limited 
time advantageous rather than other­ 
wise. 
The nitrogen, through the ac­ 
cumulation of ages, is but a fraction of 
one per cent and the average compos­ 
ition of our soils during the summer 
season as follows: 
4 per cent organic matter. 
0.1 per cent nitrogen. 
20 per cent water. 
75.9 per cent mineral matter. 
The mineral matter is the nmtter 
derived from the rocks 
th a t 
orig­ 
inated the soil modified, as suggested, 
by the action of 
weather 
and the 
growth of plants. 
It. consists of p a r­ 
ticles of quartz sand, feldspar, mica, 
and a variety of mineral species, eas­ 
ily 
recognized under the microscope, 
and, in addition, of clay, soluble sil­ 
ica, simple and double hydrous sili­ 
cates, the result of the alteration of 
soil and the addition to It of the ash 
constituents of the plants th a t grew 
upon It. 
These latter, the hydrous 
double silicates, are of the utmost im­ 
portance to the fertility of a soil as in 
them really resides the power of hold­ 
ing and storing up for future use the 
substances for the lack of which a soil 
is wholly sterile. 
In all discussions 
of agricultural 
problems 
relating to 
mineral 
fertilizers 
but 
three 
sub­ 
stances need to bo considered, potash, 
phosphoric acid and available nitrogen. 
The large quantities of potash and 
phosphoric a d d In our soils are there­ 
fore of value; but Insoluble at present 
to a large extent their value Is hy­ 
pothecated 
to 
the 
future. 
By their 
gradual 
conversion 
through 
atmos­ 
pheric and other agencies of Insoluble 
into soluble compounds they furnish 
a steady though limited supply of plant 
food for a moderate crop, but the de­ 
mands of modern agriculture for large 
and salable annual harvests sufficient 
to yield a satisfactory return over and 
above their cost of production is not 
responded to. 
True, Improved m eth ­ 
ods of cultivation will Insure better 
returns, but only up to a certain point 
beyond which artificial, i. e., mineral 
fertilizers, become a necessity. 
The 
readily available plant food, the ac­ 
cumulation 
of 
centuries, 
has 
been 
gleaned by our 
forefathers 
of their 
fertile acres; to us the choice is left of 
having time unlock similar treasures 
yet in our soil and in the meantime 
quit harvesting, or to supply the de­ 
ficiencies by becoming buyers with the 
certainty of becoming to a much larger 
extent sellers of our products. 


Up-Rooting 
A lders—The 
common 
sweet alder often becomes a nuisance, 
as Its seeds are left by birds in the 
corners of old rail fences, 
where a 
clump of them will soon grow. It is 
not a difficult shrub to uproot and de­ 
stroy, as its roots, like its top growth, 
is very soft, and easily cut. 
All that Is 
necessary is to dig up the side of the 
clump next to the fence, and thf*n hitch 
*i span of horses to a chain bound tight­ 
ly around the bush, close to the ground. 
As the horses pull, the roots will come 
into view, and can be cut off with even 
a dull axe, as the strain on the roots 
will make them easily severed. 
It is 
only the work of two or three hours for 
two men and one team to destroy a 
large clump. If the fence can be taken 
down and the ground plowed and new­ 
ly seeded, a fine turf will be a year 
hence in the space now occupied by 
worthless alders.—Ex.
